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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
9/10/2008 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. This action is responsive to applicant's amendment and remarks received on 29 
July 2008. Claims 1 - 10, 12, and 14 - 20 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. The rejections to claims 1 -20 under 35 USC § 1 03 are withdrawn in view of the 
amendments and remarks received on 29 July 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 - 10, 12, 14 - 20 ( now renumbered 1-18) are allowed. 
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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not anticipate, nor does it suggest, the combination as now claimed in the claims. 
Specifically, the automatic combination of a digital image with text data wherein the 
image is automatically classified and the then according to that classification a 
repository of categorized text data is iteratively search along with a plurality of sub- 
categories corresponding to a parent category wherein the text data is at least one of a 
newspaper, book, magazine, brochure, pamphlet or advertisement.
